If all the evidence in the case had been before 
us (which was out of thequestion) at the time 
of our criticismjupon the Chief Justice, we 
should not have condemned him for the ex- 
pression of his legal views, for General Jack- 
son’s statement of facts clearly makes a far 
stronger case for Blodgett than the people 
supposed he had.

Mr. George W. Wylly, a sagacious business 
man and public spirited citizen of Savannah 
acting at the time as the President of the 
Central Railroad, during the absence of Mr. 
Wadley, approved it, in | advance of its being 
submitted to the Legislature, and has to this 
day, unofficially declared his hearty endorse- 
ment of the enterprise as one in the interests 
of the people along its projected line, the 
cities of Atlanta and Savannah and of the 
Central Railroad. 

Acting under his advice, I presented the 
charter to the Legislature in the form of an 
act of incorporatian. This had not been 
done long before I discovered in the opposi- 
tion arraigned against it the interest it was 
to affeet on the State. 

Notwithstanding that we asked for none of 
the “«/d” which was being lavishly bestowed 
upon the multitude of railroads chartered at 
this session, our enterprise Was met with an 
opposition in the Legislature, the very organ- 
ization and openly declared purpose of which 
evidenced the fact that rival corporations 
were at least afraid of its power, This op- 
position was by persistent effort overcome 
and the charter granted by a very’ small ma- 
jority vote in both branches of the “ develop- 
ing” General Assembly. As soon as I re- 
turned to Savannah and could do so, I pre- 
sented the charter to the Board of Directors 
of the Central Railroad in session, believing 
that it was from the circumstances of my re- 
lations the property.of the corporation. 

It was then for the first time that I heard 
directly the views of Mr. Wadley, the Presi. 
dent of the Central Railroad , expressed upon 
this subject, as it had been’ associated with 
the interests of his road. Mr, Wadley, inthe 
frankness and deliberation characteristic of 
the gentleman, stated to me, that under the 
circumstances then existing the Central Rail- 
‘road could not aid in the construction of the 
Atlanta and Savannah Railroad, either as a 
branch of the Central, or as an ‘independent 
line of railway, and that as far as the inter-
